A LAW FOB THE POOR, BUT NO UOT 


FOB THE RICH. 


To the Evening Tribune: 


I have read quite a number of let- 


ters In the newspapers of late con- 
cerning the Local Option Law, and 
have noticed many good arguments 
on both sides of the question. lam 
not a heavy drinker, nor do I ever In- 
dulge In the use of liquor enough to 
be called a moderate drinker. Isome- 
tlmes feel the neod of a refreshing 
beverage, especially after a hard day's 
work, for I am ore of the class who 
earn their bread by the sweat of their 
brows, and I should deem it an un- 
warrantable assumption of tyianny 
to be told that I shall not indulge In 
a glass of liquor when I feel that it 
will refresh me and do me no harm. 
And yet, I urn not so tenacious of my 
rights as to Insist upon the enjoyment 
of this privilege if I were convinced 
that by foregoing the privilege, others 
would bo beuefltted thereby. I do not 
believe the benefits to be derived from 
the law In question in this law-abid- 
ing, temperate community, will war- 
rant the enforcement of the law. Such 
a law undoubtedly should be In oper- 
ation In San Francisco, where Intem- 
perance is a glaring evil.and inmany 
other places; but surely not here. 
It will operate Injuriously upon real 
estate \alues and trade generally, 
and mitigate no evils, for no such 
evils exist here as do exist In many 
other communities. Aside from all 
this, however, the operation of the 
law will be a direct Interference with 
the privileges of th« poorer classes, 
and will not affect In the slightest de- 
gree the wealthy ones. It is an appeal 
lo the rich to curtail the rights of the 
poor. Ifslckness occurs In the home 
of the wealthy citizen and liquor Is 
needed, be baa It at hand; but my 
wile, or my child, who may require 
the prescribed remedy, must wait and 
suffer until 1 can ilnd a physician and 
procure a prescription upon some 
druggist for the simple article I can 
now procure conveniently and at lit- 
tle cost. Herein theLoeal Optlonwlll 
work a hardship, notln occasional In- 
stances, but dally. There is not a 
family in Oakland who are not com- 
pelled at times to purchase liquor for 
medical and for domestic purposes. 
Under this law, they will be obliged to 
pay a doctor two or three dollars for a 
prescription to procure what they 
want at a drug store. And what good 
will result Irora It T Why, the only 
hope of benefit the Local Optlonlsts 
can have Is to prevent some five or 
six drunkards, 
who 
will 
have 
their "spree" anyway from going to a 
saloon after their liquor. They cer- 
tainly cannot presume to tell me and 
thousands of other hard working men 
of this city that the law Is intended 
for our beueOt. Their fanaticism will 
not surely carry them so far as tain- 
suit the Industrious tollers of the city 
so outrageously as that. Such Impu- 
dence would be resented by a thou- 
sand hard-fisted mechanics at the 
polls, and the prating hypocrites 
would there meet with a rebuff for 
their Impertinent Interference with 
the rights of men In whose welfare 
they pretend to feel so great, so al- 
arming an Interest. We want na law 
that will abridge our privileges, and, 
at the same time, allow those prlv |- 
e&es to others because they happen to 
be wealthy. The Local Option Law is 
the most prescriptive kind of class 
legislation.
